TEL AVIV. — The 10 workers com- 
mittees in the El Al company are 
to meet this m to discuss the 
Histadrut's request that they form a 
roof council for all El Al employees. 

Histadrut ral Yeru- 
ham Meshel and Yehoshua Woachina, 
who handies the El Al workers’ 
problems for the central committee, 
went to Ben-Gurion Airport on Sun- 
day night, meeting workers and 
discussing their problems, as a pre- 
liminary move in the process of 
finding ἃ, solution to the recent crisis 
which grounded the national air 
company’s fleet for nine days. 

Mr. Woschina told The Jerusaiom 
Post yesterday that he was confil- 
dent the committees would ultimate- 
ly unite, “but one must expect a lot 
of internal opposition in a set-up 
sanctioned by tradition.” 

The El Al case was unique in Is- 
rael, he explained, because of the 
unparalleled salary gaps between the 
various sections of the company.

UN necessary, 
Eban says

BAIFA. — Former Foreign Min- 
ister Abba Eban said Sunday 
the UN was now more necessary 
for mankind than ever before even 
though multilateral diplomacy and 
its application through the UN had 
failed. 

“For the first time this genera- 
tion is faced with planetary prob- 
lems, of ecology, population, hun- 
ger, the sea and nuclear weapons, 
which can be solved only on a 
planetary level,” Mr. Eban told a 
Haifa University political science 
class. “The question therefore is 
not whether the (UN) systema 
must exist, but what kind of ex- 
iatence it should have, a positive 
one or that of a dead horse?” 

He proposed that the present 
form of the UN in which nations 
representing five per cent of the 
world population and contributing 
one per cent of its budget can and 
do muster a two-thirds majority 
be changed, to return to the UN 
the prestige of its early years. 

His lecture was the first of a 
series he is to give at the univer- 
sity every Sunday this year, as a 
Visiting Professor on the subject 
“Thirty Years of Multilateral Dip- 
lomacy — The Balance.” 

He recently completed a similar 
series at Columbia University in 
New York City, and said they will 
be published as a book entitled 
“The Fading Dream.” His lecture 
laat night, to which the press was 
admitted, was attended by more 
than 400 students.
